With Damp Weather 


East 
Liverpool’s Thanksgiving 
observance passed quietly as many 
residents attended church t h e n 
held family reunions around the 
holiday dinner table.

The holiday dawned with sub­ 
freezing temperatures — a reading 
of 29 at Dam 8 — and there were 
snow flurries in the afternoon.

The overnight precipi­ 
tation measured 0.61 inch and an 
other 0.08 fell this morning. 
Thursday night a low pressure 
area moved into Oh i o , causing 
widespread precipitation.

Plans For New 
Shot At Moon 


Seek* Reason For 
Failure Of Biggest 
Rocket On Thursday 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—The United States pushed ahead 
with plans for another stab at 
space today while still seeking the 
reason for the failure of its big­ 
gest moon rocket. 
In about two weeks an attempt 
will be made to propel a payload 
toward the vicinity of the planet 
Venus and into orbit about the 
sun. The launching vehicle will be 
a Thor-Able rocket. 
The nation’s latest space effort 
ended in disappointment Thanks­ 
giving Day when a mammoth At­ 
las-Able rocket fizzled shortly aft­ 
er it was fired in an attempt to 
put the first satellite into orbit 
around the moon. 
The Atlas-Able, IO stories high 
and the most powerful rocket ever 
assembled by this country, was on 
its maiden flight. It crashed hun­ 
dreds of miles out in the Atlantic 
Ocean after its second stage failed 
to ignite. 
Scientists are studying telemet­ 
ry data and launch movies to 
learn the cause. 
Focal point of the investigation 
was a mysterious piece of materi­ 
al that fell from the rocket about 
30 
seconds 
after 
launch. 
The 
chunk, which appeared to be on 
fire, spiraled slowly into the ocean 
a few miles off shore. 
Officials theorized it was part 
of a protective fibreglass fairing 
that covered the third stage and 
the 372-pound satellite. The fair­ 
ing was to split in two and blow 
away when the rocket was out­ 
side the earth’s dense atmosphere. 
It is believed the fairing may 
have broken prematurely, expos­ 
ing the upper stage and payload 
to intense friction.

successful, 
the 
American 
satellite 
would 
have 
whirled into a lunar orbit and 
transmitted back crude pictures of 
the moon’s surface and other in­ 
formation on its environment.

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Can The Government Protect Itself? 


The same United Steelworkers lawyer who 
tried to tie the government in knots over the 
Taft’Hartley injunction is still practicing rope 


tricks. 
Arthur J Goldberg, counsel for the union, 
has warned the U S 
Department of Com­ 
m erce that if defense 
contractors do not 
stockpile steel during the injunction it won't 
b t the Steelworkers’ fault if they run short 
of steel when and if the steel strike is re­ 
sumed in January. 


A Taft-Hartley injunction cannot be 
re­ 
newed after it expires. This warning to the 
government by Mr. Goldberg sounds like an 
argument 
in 
advance against 
emergency 
legislation Congress might enact when it re­ 
convenes. on the basis of a claimed em er­ 
gency in national defense. 
The Steelworkers then could point to the 
record. Its counsel had told the government 
what to expect and the 
government 
had 
spurned its advice. Therefore, the union could 
not be held responsible for the government’s 
failure to heed what it had been warned 
about. Therefore, the union should not be 
blamed. 
This amounts to saying,, if Mr. Goldberg 
were to be interpreted figuratively, that it is 
up to the government to look out for itself 
because it is not the concern *>rf the Steel­ 
workers Union to be its government's keeper. 


AA FOR THE general public and its steel 
needs, the union is equally unconcerned. Mr. 


Goldberg said before the Supreme Court that 
public health and safety were not at issue, 
despite rising layoffs and shortages In other 
words, the rights of a union to create short­ 
ages are superior to the rights of consumers 
and even to the authority of government. 
It has been assumed throughout the steel 
strike, as it is assumed in most strikes, that 
the leaders of the strike always knew what 
they were doing It must still be assumed that 
the leaders of the steel strike know what they 
are doing. 
But it can be questioned if they understand 
the consequences of what they are doing. 
Do they really believe they 
can 
tell 
the 
government and the people to lump it if they 
don't like it and not challenge their fellow 
citizens to take another look at the laws 
that encouraged them to think they were big­ 
ger than everybody else put together? 


THIS IS the only country on earth where 
the leader of a union can tell the govern­ 
ment what to do. Certainly no industrialist 
can do it, and no group of industrialists would 
dare to try, because they would be ac­ 
cused of collusion. 
But when the Steelworkers Union says. 
‘‘Start saving steel. Sam, we’re ready to pull 
the switch again and we won’t be responsible 
if you run short for defense needs," it be­ 
gins to be clear that this must be the only 
country on earth that would let itself be 
dictated to in such a high-handed manner by 
a minority. 


Taxation Needs Psychology Too 


The House Ways and Means Committee had 
received 180 statements from tax experts and 
economists before it opened its hearings on 
income tax reform. 
The professional ponderers of the weighty 
subject were of one mind on one thing. 
The surest way to throw a taxpayer into a 
panic is to make him feel he is fighting for 
his life. A little taxing now and then may 
not be relished by the best of men. but it 
will not cause them to take up arms. 
More to the point in a modern society, it 
will not send them flying to the closest tax 
"advisor’’ who makes a living by telling 
clients how to avoid every cent of payment 
that legally can be avoided. 
In short, moderate tax rates do not give 
rise to immoderate tax avoidance and eva­ 
sion. This has more to do with psychology 


than with taxation, but psychology has much 
to do with taxation. 
Politicians know this as well as they know 
the backs (rf their hands. A politician learns 
by experience 
that 
his 
constituents 
are 
never worried about the other fellow's taxes, 
only their own. He learns that they always 
think they are being taxed to death, while the 
other fellow is getting away with murder. 
If every American were to become con­ 
vinced in his own mind that he was paying 
the minimum while the other fellow was 
paying the maximum — as he very well 
should be, considering his superior ability -to 
pay — federal income would soar«by leaps 
and bounds. Fewer taxpayers would struggle 
to get out of paying more than they thought 
they should be asked to pay. It would be 
Chat simple. 


The Fund Still Needs You 


Unless there is a sudden spurt in-pledges 
and cash gifts within the next IO days or 
so. the annual Community Fund campaign 
will fall well short of its goal of $83,000. 
This would mean curtailment of the services 
of six organizations which are an important 
part of our community life.

"The trouble with the 
Soviet Union," he began as I scrib­ 
bled swiftly, "is that there are too 
many Zhukovs." 
I then queried whether his State 
Cultural Committee would be in­ 
terfering in American life if we ex­ 
changed alf sorts of delegations, in­ 
cluding labor leaders. He quickly 
replied he liked U.S. movie* and 
more quickly walked away, his 
beatnik-type trenchcoat waving be­ 
hind him. 
. Now I note we have signed a cul­ 
tural exchange agreement with the 
U.S.S.R. Representing the Russians 
w aj Zhukov. As he signed, he de­ 
manded a pledge that ‘‘neither side 
would attempt to interfere in the 
affairs of the other." 
This is what Moscow's exchange 
chief asked of the United States. 
Yet at the very moment Zhukov 
was negotiating with the American 
ambassador to the Soviet Union 
representative of the Soviet Com­ 
munist party was organizing action 
cadres in the United States. 


THE COMMUNIST agent is the 
thin, graying Irving Potash. He is 
a Soviet operative with experience 
in tho old Fur and Leather Work­ 
ers Union — and later in Warsaw, 
Moscow and Peiping. 
Potash accepted voluntary depor­ 
tation^ several years ago. He slip­ 
ped back into the United States on 
orders from the International Com­ 
munist movement.

Those Commun­ 
ist party members who a rt also 
trade unionists are not sufficiently 
acquainted with union leaders who 
have well advanced ideas. 
‘‘The party members are. there­ 
fore, not in a position to influence, 
guide and direct these people along 
the lines specifically desired by the 
Communist party." 
Now note here the use (rf the 
words "specifically desired by the 
Communist party." This is as clear 
a reference to directives from the 
Communist International as anyone 
can make. 
Potash singled out the steel strike 
aa "a Boa example” of boy* the

States failed to capitalize fully on 
a crisis "to increase its influence 
and prestige among the workers 
and to strengthen the party in the 
labor political movement." 
Then he ordered the National 
Executive Committee to "establish 
functioning commissions in various 
fields of labor to supplement those 
now functioning in steel, auto and 
the railroads."

Nixon Gains In New York

He said that no appointments 
were made in the range of $8,000 
a year from among genuine Re­ 
publican leaders. Some of the larg­ 
er plums have gone to Democrats 
and political "strangers." 
This unhappiness among Repub­ 
licans goes back to the Rockefeller 
campaign in 1958. In the advertis­ 
ing promulgated by his campaign 
organization there was tittle or no 
mention of the Republican party.

THE LEADERS in the big coun­ 
ties in New York City prudently 
keep quiet about their feelings and 
may in the course of the months 
ahead support his candidacy. 
But these bigger leaders are not 
the ones who get out the votes. 
That falls upon the assembly dis­ 
trict leaders and workers. Without 
their enthusiastic support, the votes 
are not mustered, and there is no 
disposition to lift a hand now. 
In these last weeks of 1959 and 
in early 1960 these local leaders 
will be busy making contacts with 
potential volunteer workers, who 
must bear the drudgery of the pres­ 
idential campaign after the nomi­ 
nation. 
The number, ability, and enthusi­ 
asm of these volunteers will, as al­ 
ways, be the major factor in the 
door • to • door canvassing which 
gets out the party vote. But in mob­ 
ilizing volunteers this year, there 
are qualifications. 
I have been shown lists of such 
potential volunteers—mostly wom­ 
en engaged in business or house­ 
wives with time to spend in poli­ 
tics — who have specified that they 
will work if Nixon is nominated. 
One of them said: 
“Work for 
Rockefeller? Never again.” 
Last week a group of New York­ 
ers dedicated to the nomination of 
Nixon 
opened 
headquarters 
on 
Madison Ave. near 57th St. They 
were amazed by the popular recep­ 
tion of their efforts. On opening day 
the crowd at the place resembled a 
Christmas rush in Macy's. 
A "Cittrens for Nixon” organiza­ 
tion was established which includ­ 
ed several noteworthy names as­ 
sociated with the preconvention Ei­ 
senhower movement in 1952. Thus, 
thp “blitz” which nominated Win­ 
kle and Eisenhower is turning not 
to Rockefeller but Nixon. 


WASHINGTON 
Why in this century has only one 
man. Warren G. Harding, been 
picked directly out of the Senate 
to run for the presidency? 
This question has special perti­ 
nency in 1960 when five men con­ 
nected with the Senate will be con­ 
sidered for presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
H ue, the Senate is a grand 
forum for a politician to stay in 
the public eye. Perhaps the an­ 
swer is right there. Prolonged ex­ 
posure to public scrutiny of where 
he stands and why and how may 
be 
politically fatal to senators 
seeking the presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
A forceful, aggressive senator 
of strong opinions and a willing­ 
ness to fight for them against all 
comers will develop a following. 
Bu*, because he is in controversy, 
he will create intense opposition, 
too 
Perhaps that is why In this 
century 
political 
parties 
have 
looked elsag’here—to governors or 
lawyers or a general—and picked 
men whose views were not well 
known and who therefore had not 
created broad antagonisms. 
This reasoning, of course, do.es 
not apply in the case of a Presi­ 
dent seeking a second term. 
The door to speculation on this 
was opened this week with the 
disclosure for the first time of the 
late Sen. Robert A. Taft’s own 
analysis of why he lost the presi­ 
dential nomination in 1952 to Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Taft put the primary blame on 
the backing Eisenhower got from 
Wall Street and the newspapers. 
Nowhere in his analysis did he 
note what may have been the 
biggest factor in his defeat. 
This was the fact that be was 
Robert A. Taft, a hardworking but 
highly controversial figure. 
His 
fellow Republicans apparently de­ 
cided 
Eisenhower 
better 
fitted 
their needs or had a better chance 
of winning. 
Ironically, It seems safe to say 
no senator in his time got as much 
newspaper publicity as TafL Be­ 
cause of this his personality* and 
views, widely known for years, 
got him friends, but also sturdy 
opponents. 
And here enter other possible 
factors in the selection of a presi­ 
dential candidate—the mood of the 
country at the moment of choos­ 
ing and national circumstances. 
Taft was a conservative who 
fought New Dealers. But by 1952 
the mood of the country was in­ 


creasingly liberal. Perhaps Taft 
was too much a symbol of con­ 
servatism 
for 
the 
Eisenhower 
wing of the party which, when it 
took over, not only accepted some 
New Deal programs but expanded 
on them. 
In 1952, when the country was 
becoming 
m o r e 
intel national- 
minded. Taft may have seemed 
too isolationist 
He 
had 
fought 
strenuously 
against 
some 
key 
International 
measures after the war. Eisen­ 
hower was internationalist. 
Further. Taft, a tough fighter 
for what he believed, was in con­ 
stant conflict with Democrats, But 
by 1952 the country, consciously 
or unconsciously, may have been 
fed up with conflict. 
It had just gone through World 
War ll, it was in the cold war 
with the Soviet Union and in the 
hot war in Korea. 
Republicans 
and Democrats were in constant 
cai and dog fights and the nation 
was split by McCarthyism. 
These troubles probably worked 
in the favor of Eisenhower, a kind­ 
ly man whose views were not well 
known, who was not controversial, 
who had not created a big bloc 
of enemies, and whose record as 
a soother of troubled waters made 
him look like one who could re­ 
store peace and quiet. 
These factors probably worked 
in Harding’s favor in 1920 when 
the country, after just emerging 
from World War I, was rent by 
President Wilson’s struggle with 
the Senate over the League of Na­ 
tions. 
Harding, although a senator, did 
not have too much of a national 
following. He did not have strong 
views, was not controversial, had 
not made enemies, looked kind 
and like a man who could restore 
peace, or normalcy, as he called 
it. 
Vice 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon, who presides over the Sen­ 
ate. and four Democratic senators 
—Kennedy. 
Humphrey, 
Johnson 
and 
Symington—are 
all 
being 
mentioned as possible presidential 
candidates next year. 
Nixon used to be hugely con­ 
troversial but isn't so much now. 
None of the four Democrats is 
anywhere so controversial as Taft. 
None of them is Identified with 
continuing conflict. 
Perhaps, since the mood of the 
country is quiet now, one of them 
will be tapped. But this will not 
happen if the pattern of almost 
six decades, with the exception of 
Harding, is followed.

Airport 
germinal holds important lessons 
tor airports throughout the world 
in the opinion of representatives of 
the International Civil Aviation Or­ 
ganization, tohfch has its headquar­ 
ters here. 
When a U.S. Air Force F-104 
supersonic jet Sarfighter put on a 
demonstration requested by senior 
officers of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, and zoomed through 
the 
sound barrier only 300 feet over 
the airport, the terrific shock of 
the sonic explosion caused more 
than $500,000 worth of structural 
damage to the brand new build­ 
ings. 
Heavy metal b e a m s buckled, 
scores of windows shattered, foun­ 
dations w ere jarred; power, light 
and plumbing were disrupted, walls 
cracked, and 
instruments 
were 
broken. An unspecified amount of 
damage was caused in hangars 
nearby. 


OPENING of the 6-miltion-dollar 
new terminal complex, scheduled 
for before Christmas, has been 
set back six months. This means 
a half-year delay before the much- 
touted new airport facilities 
re­ 
place the antiquated, dreary, much- 
criticized Shak Airport now serv­ 
ing the Canadian capital. Indirect­ 
ly the havoc created during those 
five seconds after the F104 — by 
no means the festest of manned 
planes — broke the sound barrier 
will run into millions.

This is the night­ 
marish possibility that the ICAO 
experts are considering. 
Would the whole system of con­ 
trol for the fleets of arriving and 
departing airliners be thrown into 
dangerous chaos? The experts ara 
wondering just how shockproof the 
sensitive airport instruments and 
radar systems are, and how ready 
and practiced the emergency rou­ 
tines are. 
In theory, no plane can break 
the sound barrier near enough to 
a major civilian airport to cause 
heavy structural and instrument 
damage. But the Ottawa incident 
showed it can happen. 
With the proportion of jet air­ 
craft rapidly growing, ICAO of­ 
ficials feel that the question of 
potential damage to airports by 
sonic explosions has not received 
adequate attention. 
A senior officer of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force thoughtfully 
touche^ upon another aspect of the 
Ottawa incident.

wrong. Belier* 
lng this literal* 
Jy you would- By Carry Meyers 
n’t want your child ever to feel 
sorry, "fed bad inside," feel a 
sense of guilt. You would never let 
yourself feel guilty for any wrong 
you knew you had done. You would 
not ask anybody to forgive you, 
no matter how sure you were you 
had harmed him. You wouldn’t 
use the words in that parent’s pray­ 
er. 


Often this excessive and continued 
feeling of guilt relates to insigni­ 
ficant matters, or to matters whol­ 
ly beyond their control. 
But for you and me and any 
other average person, a sensitive 
conscience makes us feel unhappy 
after we have done or said some­ 
thing we know is morally wrong 


I ONCE wrote for myself: "Give 
me the courage to confess my sins 
against my children and to ask of 
them forgiveness when I know that 
I have done them wrong." (A copy 
of this prayer may be had by send­ 
ing a self • addressed, stamped 
envelope to me in care of this 
'newspaper.) 
How could you ever earnestly 
pray to your Heavenly Father to 
forgive you? Would you really have 
any conscience left? 
The oft - accepted warnings 
about feelings of guilt seem to have 
•tarted with psychiatric diagnos­ 
is and treatment of persons men­ 
tally Ul or ailing. 
There are persons so overcome 
by a sense of guilt that they are 
unable to regain their emotional 
bearings without professional help. 


AS A RULE, this is fortunate for 
our own self - guidance But how 
is your child going to guide him­ 
self if he never feels guilty after 
doing what he has learned from 
you to be wrong? 
Our hope in guiding our children 
when they are away from us is to 
guide them so well when they are 
with us, in an atmosphere of fam­ 
ily understanding and love, that 
they will feel comfortable when, 
in our absence, they do about as 
they would do when with us and 
uncomfortable when they do oth­ 
erwise. 
Call this uncomfortable feeling 
a sense of guilt if you like; it has 
a very potent place. 
When we punish a child for his 
wrong deeds, the punishment often 
consists of our anger toward him 
expressed by words, voice a n d 
gesture. Many experts approve our 
angers at him, some saying they 
are good for both of us when the 
child knows we have them. 
Don’t we want him to feel sorry 
and have a sense of guilt after 
doing what he has learned w a s 
wrong? 
He may get emotional relief 
from this sense of guilt after he 
has paid the penalty following ap­ 
prehension or has voluntarily told 
us all about his misdeed when we 
didn't have the facts. In either 
event, he should know the matter 
it thereafter a closed book and 
that, emulating our H e a v e n l y 
Father, we have forgiven him.

Music, Music, Music For The Weekend 


Th* air was alive with music 
last 
weekend, 
George Gershwin 
took over Friday night. Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart enriched Sunday 
night with his 
sweetness and 
genius. 
Satur­ 
day n i g h t , 
Gene Kelly en­ 
livened televi- 
a i o n 
for 
a 
hour, 
I found each 
of these 
sep­ 
arate h o u r s 
• t I rn u I a t- 
ing and capti- 
John Crosby 
vating without finding any of them 
entirely satisfying. 
To take them up In the order 
of their importance, Leonard Beru­ 
st ei.i and the Philharmonic bring­ 
ing us the splendors of the “divine 
Mozart” from Venice is one of 
those rare treats that this bar­ 
baric capitalist culture isn’t sup­ 
posed to offer its downtrodden cit­ 
izens. (And, to be quite honest, we 
don’t get such things very often.) 


BERNSTEIN 
played and con­ 
ducted the second and third move­ 
ment from Mozart’s “Piano Con­ 
certo in C Major,*’ 
a 
piece of 
music 
of 
such 
elegance 
a n d 
warmth * and power and unutter­ 
able 
sweetness 
that 
even non- 
Mozartian types are melted by it. 
First. Berstein spoke of Mozart 
with 
that 
sweeping 
facility 
of 
phrase and mastery of his subject 
that are his trademarks. I wish, 
though, he’d get over the profes­ 
sorial interrogative. 
“ Why Mozart?” cries Bernstein 
at the opening. 
Then he proceeds to answer his 
own question. Stylistically, this has 
become a bad habit and I wish 
he’d cut it out or at least. down. 
Joseph N. Welch, who delivers 
what he calls a “message for 
Americans” in the middle of tile 
program, suffers fpom the 
same 
disease. ("Why are we so inter­ 
ested in educating our children? 
Because education means leader­ 
ship. Only an educated man sur­ 
vives in this age.” And so forth.) 
But these are tiny flaws. Other­ 
wise. it was an exalted hour of 
music and I thank CBS for bring­ 
ing it to me. 


TRE TELEPHONE HOUR show­ 
ered George Gershwin (rn us with 
a lavish but undiscriminating band. 
I think I was most impressed 
with the early years when mel­ 
odies flowed out of Gershwin like 
water. Some of the songs I’d never 
heard were “Fidgety Feet” a n d 
“You Don't Know the Half of It, 
Dearie, Blues.” And along with 
these were such rousing numbers 
as “Clap 
Your 
Hands” 
and 
“Shrike Up the Band 
Thai came a whole section de­ 
voted to love — everything from 
“The Man I Love” to “Who Cares” 
with their lovely blue chords. 
Polly Bergen, Vie Damone and 
Ella Fitzgerald sang, Andre Previn 
and 
Teddy Wilson played, 
and 
Marge 
and 
Gower 
Champion 
danced to the music. 
Ira Gershwin provided a short 
commentary. Mostly, though, the 
music spoke for itself eloquently 
enough. 
The choreography, 
I thought, 
was a little skimpy and I rather 
wished for one big number to pull 


the customers out of their chairs 
But there were compensations — 
Andre Previn and the orchestra 
playing “Concerto in 
F,“ 
Miss 
Bergen singing “The Man I Love” 
with 
its 
piercingly 
simple and 
direct lyric (to give Ira Gershwin 
a bit of his due) and Mss Kila 
singing “Summertime.” 
f 


THE GENE KELLY show start­ 
ed out very large and then dwin­ 
dled a little as it went along. 
I loved a dance duet with Carol 
Lawrence to “Shall We Dance?” 
which had great grace and charm. 
Even better was a duo with his 
old companion from 
“ Singin’ 
in 
the Rain.” Donald O’Connor, who 
in many respects is a better danc­ 
er. 
There's virtually n o t h i n g I’d 
rather do then watch these two 
get together in a lazy, 
relaxed 
and tuneful bit of hoofing. 
All three of the 
stars — Mr. 
Kelly, Mr. O’Connor and 
Miss 
Lawrence—got together to do a 
whole vaudeville bill — magicians, 
mind-reading acts, comedy trios 
3nd everything but a dog act. It 
was great fun. 
Then O’Connor engaged 
in 
a 
marvelous bit of virtuosity, trying 
to cheer up a weeping drunk, 
which was utterly mad and gay. 


WHERE Mr. Kelly lost me was 
in 
a 
Spanish 
sequence 
which 
proved c o n c l u s i v e l y that he 
shouldn’t attempt the gypsy bit. It 
was broad and he was trying too 
hard and somewhere the nuances 
all got lost. 
As a final bit he and O’Connor 
did another tap act, this time sit­ 
ting down, and won me all over 
again. 
Altogether it was a nice week­ 
end.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower says “the inter­ 
national community needs to find 
more effective means to cope with 
and to prevent such brutal uses 
of force” as the Communists em­ 
ployed in Hungary and Tibet. 
The President said he intends 
to renew his request to Congress 
to repeal a restriction on United 
States participation in the Inter­ 
national Court of Justice, or World 
Court.

can be taken before the World 
Court without this country's ap* 
iproval. Other countries also re­ 
serve this right.

The Eisenhower letter, in reply to 
one from Humphrey, was dated 
at Augusta. Ga.. Nov. 17. Humph­ 
rey made it public Thursday.

Payola Turns 
To Gncinnali 
CINCINNATI 
(AP) - Payola 
has been offered to Cincinnati disc 
Jockeys—to one as recently as two 
weeks ago. 
But a dozen DJ’s polled this 
week denied 
unanimously 
ever 
having taken H. 
Jack Reynolds, chief announcer 
for WSAI and a 12-year veteran 
of radio, said he had turned down 
a payola offer from a friend with 
a New York City record compa­ 
ny early this month. 
“He called and said we will pay 
you lim a month with no stipula­ 
tion aa to what records to play," 
Reynolds said. “When they had a 
record 
they 
wanted 
promoted, 
they would let me know. 
“This was an agent for a ‘seml- 
big’ label. Not one of the big four 
(Columbia, Victor, Capitol, Dec- 
ca), but not one of the fly-by- 
night rock 'n’ roll labels either. 
“I said no and (Sported the in­ 
cident to the station manage­ 
ment. . . . 
“It is a moral question with 
me. . . .When you take payola, 
you are prostituting yourself and 
the rest of the staff of your sta­ 
tion.” 
The DJ’s polled here differed on 
the ethics of payola. Some, like 
Reynolds, said it was a “prostitu­ 
tion” of their business. Others 
said in effect: Every business does 
the same thing. Why pick on disc 
jockeys? 
Leo Underhill, in his 12th year 
at WCKY, said “I’ve never taken 
an;' money to play a record. I 
would rather work in a position of 
freedom. 
“However, I don't think It Is 
any great shame or disgrace. 
There is no more moral wrong in 
H than in a purchasing agent for 
a big company accepting gifts to 
look kindly on certain sellers, or 
a headwaiter taking a $10 bill to 
get you a table down front.” 
WUl Lenay, WCKY: “I’ve been 
approached. . . . “I turned him 
down because I want to have the 
choice of records I play on my 
program. I have always made a 
lot of money in radio and don’t 
have to prostitute myself by tak« 
ing payola.” 
Lenay owns 70 per cent of the 
Lud Music Corp., a sing-publish­ 
ing outfit. He said: 
“I don’t necessarily play rec­ 
ords of songs published by my 
company.” 
Cedi Hale, WZIP, in radio since 
1928: 
“As far as the morality of tak­ 
ing payola, I do not set myself up 
as a judge of any other person’s 
actions. . . . Although I have been 
offered payola I have not accepted 
it, because the man who pays the 
piper calls the tune, and when you 
accept payola, to that extent you 
accept control of your program. 
“When they investigate disc 
jockeys they should investigate ra­ 
dio station management too, from 
program directors on up.

Panama Told 
Not To Plant 
Flag By Force 


PANAMA (AP)—President Er­ 
nesto de la guardia Jr. warned 
his people Thursday night against 
attempting to plant the Panaman­ 
ian flag in the U.S-controlled Ca­ 
nal Zone by stealth or by force. 
Such action, he declared, would 
only defeat Panama’s fight for 
recognition of its right to fly the 
flag in the zone as a symbol of its 
sovereignty over the area. 
The President made a nation­ 
wide radio appeal to stave off 
violence during a demonstration 
called by students Saturday to re­ 
assert Panama’s sovereignty over 
the Canal Zone on the anniver­ 
sary of independence from Spain. 
Organizers of the demonstration 
in front of the Foreign Office also 
called tor it to be peaceful and 
orderly. But there were fears that 
demonstrators might seek to enter 
the Canal Zone with flags, causing 
repetition of the Nov. 3 clashes 
between Panamanians and Ameri­ 
can troops and police in which 80 
persons were injured.

Americans to stay away from 
crowded areas of the Central 
American republic over the week 
end.

When payola- re­ 
tains its identity as a positive 
method of promoting a certain 
product or service and does not 
become a ‘gimmick’ to cause un­ 
fair competition against like goods 
and services, then payola retains 
its legal and moral identity as part 
of the broad field of advertising.”

Just prior to announcement of 


Guevara's appointment, the Cabi­ 
net announced an issue of popular 
low-price savings bonds which it 
said would be redeemed in 20 
years at four times their purchase 
price. This was viewed as a gov­ 
ernment drive to compete with 
the private banks, and possibly 
the prelude to taking over those 
institutions, a step Castro himself 
advocated at his trial in 1953 after 
he led an unsuccessful revolt in 
eastern Cuba.
